The School Board of Lyme are happy to announce 
that in their opinion the schools have been more success- 
ful and the scholars made greater progress the past year 
than in any previous year since the adoption of the town 
system. | 

That success is due ina great measure to the co-ope- 
ration of parents, teachers, and scholars. In fact those 
schools where these forces have worked together in har- 
mony have without any exception been perfectly satisfac- 
tory. 

We are sorry to say that in some portions of the 
town the parents have made it very unpleasant forthe 
teachers. We do not believe in parents discussing the 
defects of the teacher (either real or fancied) with the 
children, or advise them to go contrary to the rules of the 
school, as such discussion and advice is certain to bea 
positive injury to the child. But we are glad to state that 
cases of this nature have not been numerous. 

As the scholars have become familiar with the text 
books furnished them by the town and as the Board will 
endeavor to secure teachers who will work for the best 
possible good of their scholars, we hope to see greater 
progress in the coming year than we have in the past.

Summer term of 13 weeks taught by Miss Nettie F. 
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Currier. Miss Currier succeeded in gaining the good 
will of the scholars at the commencement of the term, 
and by her interesting manner of teaching that good will 
was maintained until the close of the term, consequently 
good progress was made.
